PHILADELPHIA — While the civil 
rights plank in the Republican platform 
was strengthened considerably in the un- 
precedented nine-hour redrafting wrangle 
in the Resolutions Committee, it is yet 
less drastic—and calculated to be more 
acceptable to the South—than that con- 
tained in the party’s °44 statement of 
wlicy. 

The civil rights plank was one of those 
Resolution Committee Chairman Lodge 
had in mind when he stated that the pre- 
liminary recommendatiens of the various 
subcommittees were no longer recogniza- 
ble. Even so, it remains, by Republican 
standards, a moderate document and one 
which is already drawing the wrath of 
mumerous Negro delegates. 

The °48 platform makes no mention of 
an FEPC. 

Whereas the °44 platform stated spe- 
cifically: “We pledge the establishment 
by Federal legislation of a permanent 
FEPC,” new one platitudinously de- 
clares: 

“One of the basic principles of this 
republic is the equality of all individuals 
in their right to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. This principle is enun- 
ciated in the Declaration of Independence 
and embodied in’the Constitution of the 
United States; it was vindigated on the 
field of battle and became the cornerstone 
of this republic. This right of equal op- 
portunity to work and to advance in life 
should never be limited in any individ- 
ual because of race, religion, color or 
country of origin. We favor the enactment 
and just enforcement of such Federal 
legislation as may be necessary to main- 
tain this right at all times in every part 
of this republic.” 


Moreover, in contrast to the "44 plat- 
form, which pledged “Congressional in- 
vestigation and corrective legislation of 
mistreatment, segregation and discrimina- 
tion in the armed forces,” the ’48 plank 
states merely: “We are opposed to the 
idea of racial segregation in the armed 
services of the United States.” 


And finally, while the °’44 platform 
called for “immediate submission of a 
Constitutional amendment for abolition of 
the poll gtax,” the one adopted here yes- 
terday reads: “We favor the abolition of 
the poll tax as a requisite to voting.” * 


These general statements of policy 
rather than the specific pledges which 
extremists sought, represent a consider- 
able compromise, especially since the 
leading candidate at this time is known 


to favor an all-out civil rights program. - 


Gov. Dewey has the vast majority of the 
several hundred Negro delegates present. 
If he is nominated he can be expected to 
bolster the party’s civil rights plank with 
campaign promises and allusions to the 
stringent Fair Employment Practices leg- 
islation enacted in New York State dur- 
ing his tenure as Governor. 


But if the nominee is Taft, who is on 
record as opposing the FEPC, or some 
other eandidate with moderate views, the 
Republican statements on civil rights may 
be less repugnant to many Southerners 
than those of President Truman. 


Especially could this prove true if the 
Democratic conyention, in an effort to 
regain some of the Negro vote the polls 
show it is losing to Wallace, adopts a 
strong civil rights platform when it meets 
in this city next month.—J. T.

/aothing. From, it. have .been made 15 
States, in whole or part. Even the Virgin 
Islands, purchased from Denmark, while 
they have not been a financial success, 
are of great value to us from a strategic 
viewpoint and can be made profitable. 

Jekyll is not another Alaska. But it is 
a valuable acquisition. If oil is developed 
in the tidelands, Jekyll will be more val- 
uable. Whatever the politics, let .us all 
resolve that it is a part of Georgia and 
must so remain. We think Acting Gov. 
Thompson was wise to buy it... a com- 
ment we have made before.

Taft for firs. place. Without hesitation, Stassen 
turned the offer down flat. But will he change 
his mind now? o 

Stassen is intensely ambitious and has 

sometimes made grave conceasions to ex- 
pediency He has never yet shown him- 
self, however, to be as totally unprincipled 
as supporting Taft (whose views are the 
exact opposite of his own) would prove 
him. Although the vagaries of the human 
heart are difficult to predict, it is still 
an odds-on bet that Stassen will not get 
with Taft. 

But if Dewey is not tobe menaced by a 
Taft-Stassen deal, he has still to deal with the 
possible comination of Govs. Warren, Duff, Dris- 
coll and Stassen in favor of Vandenberg. The 
formation of such a combination will be an im- 
mensely complex operation, involving the inter- 
action of all sorts of factors of vanity and ambi- 
tion. The Vandenberg underground, which in- 
cludes some very shrewd operators, is working 
on the’ project. If Illinois is really beyond 
Dewey’s reach, the task of the Vandenberg un- 
derground will be rendered far easier. But the 
combination is not formed yet.

A Quiet 
Essay on Facts 


From several sources now, by mail and tele- 

| phone, I have it that at the recent meeting of 

Georgia editors at Jekyll Island (please see to- 

day’s editorial on Jekyll), Acting Gov. Thompson took occasion to 

refer critically to our Mr. Jack Tarver, now at the Republican con- 

vention as observer, as criticizing the State road program and 
contracts while refusing to*come over and get “the facts.” 

I have sat on that for two days now, trying to ignore it, but I 
find myself still suffering from indigestion because of it, since it 
impresses me as having been one of the most ungracious and hypo- 
critically snide charges I have met with. So, in Mr, Tarver’s ab- 
sence, I feel impelled to tell a little story. It illustrates why, 
perhaps, Mr. Tarver might be discouraged about coming over “to 
get the facts.” It is directed as information only, to the editors 
who heard the charge, and is, we say, merely “FYI.” 


Re ort In the latter part of May we heard a report that Mr. 
b Glenn Phillips was to be removed from the State Reve- 
nue Department and Mr. Downing Musgrove named in his place. 
Our Mr. St. John, who covers the Capitol, was asked to check on 
it and did. He returned in the afternoon with a written statement 
dictated by Mr. Thompson which we were asked to publish if we 
published the report of the proposed change. The statement 
flatly said there was no truth in it and declared, employing the 
word “emphatic,” that no such change had been suggested directly 
or indirectly and emphatically was untrue. 

So, we informed Mr. Thompson that such being the facts, we 
would, of course, ignore the report which was, however, becoming 
current at the Capitol. 


Aig ain The next week found the report persisting and becoming 

current throughout the City. Mr. St. John again inves- 
tigated, seeking facts, and was again informed there was nothing 
to it. Mr. Phillips said he had heard it and was disturbed about 
it, and hoped it was not true. 

On the following Saturday, at about 2 o’clock in the afternoon, 
it being June 5,:Mr. Thompson called on Mr. Tarver at the Consti- 
tution office in order that he might have the full facts, and made 
it abundantly clear that no change was being made, although there 
had been some pressure. But, he said, Mr. Musgrove had not been 
considered; that Mr. Musgrove wouldn’t do, and that the facts were 
that under no circumstances would Mr. Musgrove be appointed even 
if—as was not going to be done—Mr. Phillips were ‘to be removéd. 

That was on Saturday, June 5, at about 2 o’clock. 


Facts On the following Wednesday, June 9, Mr. Thompson re 
moved Mr. Phillips and appointed Mr. Musgrove. 

1 recall that Mr. Tarver, and also Mr. St. John, who had gone 
to the trouble to get the full facts, were somewhat startled and 
dismayed to find themselves then in possession of another, and 
different set of facts. 

So, in the light of this record, which is not the full record, it 
Rives me mental indigestion for it smugly to be suggested that Mr. 
Tarver was critical of the Highway Department and:had not sought 
the facts. I very frankly do not see how Mr. Thompson had the 
gall, in the light of the record, to mention “facts.” I know of none 
who more diligently, and with more intellectual integrity, seeks 
the facts than Mr. Tarver, but I think he is a bit discouraged about 
the duration of facts from certain sources. It may be that his 
naturally ebullient spirit will remove this discouragement. Time 
will tell. . | 

This certainly is no part of a Talmadge-Thompson controversy 
or their campaign. Mr. Tarver has been very critical of both when 
he believed the occasion merited it. I assume he will continue to 
be so. There is no bar to his so doing, nor will there be. I just 
had to get this off my chest because I couldn’t get over being hurt 
by the pious insinuation to Georgia editors that Jack Tarver wasn’t 
interested in facts. It probably is unnecessary, but I kind of like 
Mr. Tarver, and since he is far from the scene, I just had to do it, 
or feel disloyal. It certainly is not meant to be a political dis- 
cussion. Mr. Tarver likely will rebuke me when he returns. And, 
from experience, I stand in awe of his rebukes, which can be 
sharper than serpents’ teeth. 

Incidentally, the editors were impressed with the possibilities 
and the future of Jekyll Island. We frequently have commended 
Mr. Thompson for purchasing the island and we do so again today, 
in an editorial I trust will be read. When the time has come the 
purchase is no longer used as a political club we hope that all 
factions will join in making of it what it properly can be—one of

By considering such a move, the Dewey peo- 
ple indicate that they see the necessity for press- 
ing for a decision on one of the early ballots, if 
their candidate is to win at all. The consensus 
of most observers all along has been that Dewey, 
in order to win, must push through to victory on 
the first few ballots or resign himself to defeat. 
The longer it lasts the less are his chances, politi- 
cos agree. 

As an alternative course, the New York Gov- 
ernor’s managers might decide to start him off 
on the first ballot with about 300 votes, gradu- 
ally stepping his total up to maximum strength 
at around the fourth ballot. That would create 
the illusion of steady gains, which is always an 


‘important psychological factor in the battle over 


a presidential nomination. 

There is no disposition for a leading candi- 
date’s supporters to leave him so long as he con- 
tinues to gain on each succeeding ballot. It is 
only when he begins to slip that his following 
starts to fade away. 

But what the final Dewey strategy may be 
is left for his managers to reveal. We may not 
know until the roll call on the presidential nomi- 
nation begins either late Wednesday night or 
Thursday morning.
